And 
lobn BenedifFus noteth (from Philo) that he lyucd 198, 
ecres. Likewiſe ſome of our ownecountrey, who 
hom by authoritic written-in notes. ſimply. enough, 
I. fro Codowens:s,place Mordechaifo. hat wel 
might be of the captiuitie of /echoniah. Notwithe 
ſtanding that ſome who hayue trauayled more in this 
kinde, would, foone conclude that thercupon they 
muſt cut ncarc 100. yeercs from theirowne accompr, 
The teſtimony. of any againſt them ſelues , ſhould 
haue ſome force, Bucholcherss bringeth it as a molt 
common opinion, that he liucd in the daycs of Emil 
merodachand Balſaſar. 

The Hebrewes are-not caſt regarded for commen- 
tingas touching the Story, conteyacd in proper ſpea- 
ches ofthe Prophets.
